85% OF PARENTS WANT 
FALLOUT DISCUSSION 


24 FALLOUT SHELTERS BUILT 

85% of the parents of Wil- 
mington School children want 
_to attend a proposed meeting 
to discuss the problems of 
‘fallout’, according to a sur- 
vey just completed by the Wil- 
mington Public Schools. 
According to a tabulation 
just completed by Athletic Di- 
rector Larry Cushing, 24 par- 
ents reported that they have 
fallout shelters in their 
homes. Mr. Cushing concedes 
that there may have been a du- 
plication or two in this, as 
the same questionaire was sent 
home with all school children. 
He did try to eliminate du- 
Dlication. 

Only Glen Road school parents 
answered that there were no 
fallout shelters. yn ali other 
schools there were ‘Yes’ ans- 
wers from 1 or more parent 
with the Boutwell School pa 
ents reporting four, the Wild- 
wood 3, the Whitefield 2 and 
the High School 10, 

In answer to @ question ‘Do 
You Plan to Build One” there 
were 1200 answered Yes, to 854 
answers of No. 

76% of the parents favored 
holding the child in school 
if there were a‘fallout alarm’ 
rather than sending him home, 
70% of the parents want the 
town to consider the building 
of fallout shelters. 

Opinions 

Two percent of the returns 
added comments that mr. Cush- 
ing included in his report to 
the school department, The re- 
ports included such stateents 
as: (1) There is need for more 
information; (2) There is com- 
plete confidence in the Civil 
Defense Authorities, and will 
abide by their plans; (3)Con- 


cern over transportation, such 
as car pools, taxi and bus, 
and (4) 4 few expressed a give 
up attitude, apathy on the part 
of Americans - it should have 
been planned before - are we 
trying to start a panic, - and 
wait until we can get Federal 


Aid. 

Under a fifth paragraph of 
comments Mr. Cushing reported 
suggestions: 

(a) The schools, town govern- 
ment or federal government 
should conduct surveys to see 
how we can best convert our 
present facilities into ade- 
quate shelters. 

(b) To protect cellar windows 
in the schools with steel shut 
ters or cement bags filled 
with sand, and to install nec- 
Cessary supplies.

Above the signature of Nicholas De Felice 
appeared a paragraph which said: "To reduce a 
national need to more modest and familiar pro- 
portions, it must not be "What the Town Can Do 
for Us" but rather, what we, as individuals, 
ean do for the community. at large".

The Benjamin Buck House, 1lo- 
cated between Woburn and Wild- 
wood Streets is without adoubt 
the oldest house standing in 
Wilmington.Part of the struct- 
ure dates back to 1672 and all 
of the present building ante- 
dates the Revolutionary War. 
The house was built about 
1672, or perhaps in 1671 by 
Ephraim (the first Ephraim) 
Buck, perhaps aided by his 
father, Roger. 

Ephraim was the grandson of 
William Buck, a plowrite who 
emigrated to Cambridge in 1635 
together with his son Roger, 
then 18 years old. Roger be- 
came the "Public Executioner" 
of Cambridge, and there is a 
record dated 1688 in which he 
was ordered to inflict 20 
lashes upon a convicted man. 
William Buck died in 1658 and 
presumably was still a resi- 
dent of Cambridge. His son Ro- 
ger died in 1693, perhaps in 
the old Buck homestead. 
Ephraim, who built the house, 
married on Jan 1, 1671, the 
granddaughter of Woburn's first 
settler, Sarah Brooks, and in 
1672 he was taxed for the 
Meeting House Rate (Church pew 
rent) which meant he was a res— 
ident of Woburn. The house, at 
that time, was in Woburn. 

The old road that goes by the 
house ,now called Woburn Street 
was laid out in 1672, as the 
"Andover Road" (from Woburn, 
and was the principal highway 
between Boston and Andover.) 
For 250 years every war in 
which Massachusetts was in- 
volved, either.as a colony or 
later as a part of the United 
States,saw men from Wilmington 
with the name of Buck, serving 
honorably -in the armed forces. 
It was not until World War IT 
that Wilmington had no Buck in 
uniform, all the men of the 
family being either too old or 
too young. 

The last Wilmington Buck to 
wear the uniform of the United 
States was lost at sea about 
10 years ago, - Ensign William 
Buck, US Navy, and it is en- 
tirely possible that he will 
have been the last Buck from 
Wilmington to wear his coun- 
try's uniform. 

The third Ephraim Buck and 
his brother Nathan were those 
who discovered the last bear 
shot in Wilmington, in August 
1760. The bear was killed near 
the Wildwood Street bridge by 
old Ephraim, their father, se-

cond of the Bucks to bear the 
name. The killing of a bear is 
not important, except that in 
this case it has had a place 
in Wilmington's traditions, 
and the Queen Ann's Arme, with 
which the bear was killed is 
still in existance. 

The first Ephraim was a Con- 
stable of Woburn. His grandson 
Nathan was a Constable of Wil- 
mington in the days preceding 
the Revolution, and was proba- 
bly the first Wilmington resi- 
dent to openly defy the King 
when he paid the town's taxes 
not to His Majesty's treasurer 
but to the Treasurer of Massa- 
chusetts Bay Colony, in 1774. 
One ofthe sons of the first 
Ephraim was Ebenezer, born in 
the old Buck House in 1698. 
He married Lydia Eames, who 
lived across the street, and 
their son, Jonathan, became a 
Colonel in the Massachusetts 
forces in the Revolution. 

It was Jonathan (who lived 
in Wilmington but four years) 
who settled what is now Bucks 
port, Maine, and it was des- 
cendants,of Jonathan, who 
moved to pennsylvania, and to 
South Carolina, who gave the 
names of Bucks County (Penna) 
and of Bucksville, to the So. 
Carolina town. 

There are no known records of 
the service by South Carolina 
Bucks during the Civil War but 
it is entirely possible that 
there were Bucks in Grey, as 
there were Bucks in Blue. 
All of the men in the Buck 
family were extremely long- 
lived. The great-grandson of 
the original Buck, Benjamia 
Buck, lived for 87 years and 6 
months in the same house, dy- 
ing on April 5, 1885. 

It was he who gave the parson 
age to the Congregational 
Church, and who later paid for 
the rebuilding, of the steeple 
after the 1786 hurricane. 

In the house at the present 
time is a wall on which news- 
paper was pasted by Benjamin 
in 181, still preserved by 
the present owner, but hardly 
legible. 

The first Ephraim described 
the farm as being 140 acres in 
extent. Today only the house 
lot remains. 

The last Buck to live in the 
house was Johnathan Hf (Henry 
who inherited it on the death 
of his uncle Benjamin in 1885. 
Henry Buck died about 1925 and 
the estate was sold out of the 
Buck family.
